Giant 4-8-8-2 Type Will Be Biggest Ever Used by S. P. 


FRAILROADERS on Los Angeles and 
Coast divisions enjoyed the thrill 

of having brand new locomotives oper- 
ating on their lines last month when six 
colorful streamlined engines arrived 
from Lima Locomotive Works for ser- 
vice on miscellaneous trains prepare- 
tory to taking their place at the head 
end of the two new streamlined de luxe 
“Daylight” trains that will begin opera- 
tion on the Coast Line between San 
Francisco and Los Angeles in March, 

Within the next few weeks new loco- 
motives will also be in operation on the 
Sacramento and other divisions when 
tho first of the giant cab-in-front en- 
gines being built by Baldwin Locomo- 
tive Works arrive on Pacific Lines. 

Altogether the Company is buying 46 
now locomotives at a total cost of 
about $7,090,000. The six streamlined 
4-8-4 type Class GS-2 locomotives (Nos. 
4410-4415) just received were part of 
the order for 18 new engines placed last 
June. The other 12 are the 4-8-8-2 
articulated consolidated (cab-in-front) 
Class AC-7, several of which are now 
on their way from the Baldwin Works. 
‘These latter engines will be the largest 
ever used by Southern Pacific. 

In addition to these 18 locomotives, 
8. P. is having built 28 others; 14 more

4-8-4 streamliners of slightly more 
powerful design than the six just re- 
ceived, and 14 more of the versatile 
4-8-8-2s for use in both heavy passenger 
and freight service in the mountain dis- 
tricts. The last of these 28 locomotives 
will be delivered this summer. 

The 4-8-4s cach cost approximately 
$126,000, and the 4-8-8-2s cost about 
$160,000 apiece. 

Both the new streamlined and the 
cab-in-front locomotives embody the 
most modern developments for safety 
and efficiency in operation, the stream- 
liners being particularly designed to 
attain greater speeds than any previous 
passenger engines used by Southern 
Pacific, 

First, let’s take a look at the stream- 
liners—the largest and most powerful 
streamlined steam locomotives in the 
world. In all general respects they are 
similar to former 4-8-4 Class GS power, 
but are larger and include many me- 
chanical improvements. They have 
top speed of 90 miles per hour and 
develop 4500 horsepower at 55 miles per 
hour. They weigh (loaded) 821,300 
pounds and the overall length of engine 
and tender is 108 fect 534 inches, They 
will be capable of operating through 
the entire distance of 471 miles between 
San Francisco and Los 
Angeles.

Gay With Color 

To persons not mechan- 
jeally minded they are 
most strikingly different 
from other engines in their 
external appearance. 
Painted orange, red and 
black in unbroken horizon- 
tal lines, the locomotives 
introduce.a color scheme 
that will extend the full 
Jength of the 12-car train 


to accentuate the “Daylight’s” stream 
lined design and high spced ability. 
A broad orange stripe starts at the 
pilot and curves up slong the skirting 
of the running board to a straight line. 
On each side of the orange are stripes 
of red. Balance of the locomotive, in- 
eluding running gear, is black. All 
vertical handrails are cadmium ‘plated. 
Lines of the locomotives are smooth 
and continuous. The conventional 
smoke stack and domes do not protrude 
above the top, but are covered by a 
“skyline”? casing that completely 
shrouds the top of the boiler. The 
streamline effect is further enhanced by 
the skirting which continues the lines 
of the curved pilot back along the run- 
ning board, but in no way interferes 
with accessibility of the running gear. 


New Design of Pilot 

The pilot is entirely new in design 
with long, graceful lines made possible 
by curving the front bumper beam of 
the engine. It is of sturdier construc- 
tion than previously and is finished 
with bright ornamental metal bands 
which accentuate the rounded effect 
of the front end. Headlight, indicator 
lamps and other accessories are modi- 
fied to present trim appearance. In 
addition to the standard air-operated 
bell, which is placed under the smoke 
box rather than on top of the engine, 
there is a new type deop-toned steam 
whistle and an air horn of mellow and 
pleasing tone. 

A smoke lifter of new design is made 
possible by the streamlined casing on 
the top of the boiler. Air flowing to- 
ward the front of the boiler is taken 
into @ longitudinal channel at the front 
of the engine and forced up onan in- 
cline behind the stack, giving a lift to 
the steam or smoke so it will not 
descend on the engine or train.

pounds starting tractive effort to the 
Main engines. In addition to the latest 
type air brakes, there is special eleetric 
pneumatic actuating equipment which 
supplies sufficient braking power ‘to 
allow shorter stops at higher speeds. 
Among the several new devices in the 
gab of the streamliners is the “Leco- 
motive Valve-Pilot” which indicates to 
the engineer the speed of the locomotive 
and provides him with visual means of 
determining how best to regulate his 
cut-off of steam to the cylinders in order 
to get greatest locomotive efficiency in 
relation to speed of the engine. Also in 
connection with the valve-pilot is a 
graph indicator driven from the reverse 
gear and driving wheel which gives a 
permanent record of the speed and per- 
formance of the locomotive. 
Main frames of the “Engine Bed” 
consist of one picee steel casting, and 
the cast steel engine truck frames have 
the most modern constant resistance 
swing motion device which permits the 
locomotive to negotiate curves smoothly 
and safely at high speeds and at the 
same time provides steady movement 
of the engine on tangent track. 


Biggest in S. P. History 


Now, before considering the im- 
proved mechanical features that are in- 
eluded on both the new streamliners 
and the cab-in-front engines, it should 
be pointed out that the latter loco- 
motives will be 4 feet 114 inches longer, 
and 93,200 pounds heavier than the 
present largest type 4-8-8-2 articulated 
consolidation engines. They are 125 
feet 534 inch long (overall), and weigh 
1,028,700 pounds, loaded. The wheel 
arrangement and general design is the 
same as Class AC-4, 5, and 6 engines 
(Nos. 4100-4150) built in 1928-29-30, 
each class being a gradually improved 
modification of the initial design. 

Southern Pacific is the only railroad 
in the world using locomotives of this 
design, the enclosed cab in front giving 
enginemen unobstructed vision and pro- 
tection when operating through tunnels 
and snowsheds in mountain territory. 

The main frames, or “engine beds” 
are of one piece steel castings, which 
include deck. plates, bumpers, frame 


ous bolts and joints that 
were necessary to secure the 
eylinders and other parts of 
the frames. 


New Cab Design 


The front face of the cab 
tapers from the center back 
toward the sides instead of 
having the flat face as for- 
merly used. This change 
improves the appearance by 
giving a streamline effect, 
and also provides more 
room inside the cab. The 
headlight case, train num- 
ber, and engine number in- 
dicators are recessed in 
front face of the cab. The 
bell is located under cab 
floor. These changes also 
add to the trim appearance of the 
front, and make it more convenient for 
enginemen to change the number indi- 
eator plates. 

The boilers are of large size and ca- 
pacity, with superheating surface of 
2988 square feet, and total evaporating 
heating surface of 6505 square fect. 
This gives combined heating surface of 
9493 square fect. The fire box is 1964 
inches long and 102}4 inches wide; 
combustion chamber is 68 inches deep 
from inside of throat sheet and the 
tubes are 22 feet long. The diameter 
of shell at largest course in 106)4 inches 
outside. 

The long superheated stcam pipe 
formerly used running on top of the 
boiler from the smoke stack to the cab 
to supply the engine auxiliaries, has 
been eliminated and with use of the 
pneumatic whistle blower, the location 
of the steam whistle can be placed close 
to the superheater also climinating the 
use of the long rod formerly required 
to operate the whistle. 

New devices and improved features 
on both classes of new locomotives, 
include: 

“Signal Foam Meter and Electro 
Magnetic Blow-off Cocks” which indi-

Oil temperature gauges indicate to 
the enginemen the temperature of the 
fuel oil at all times, and an air-operated 
water level indicating device shows on a 
gauge dial in cab the height of the water 
level in the tender, eliminating neces- 
sity of firemen going on top of tender 
to find out the amount of water. Pneu- 
matic sanders, located at base of sand 
boxes on top of boiler, provide more 
direct connection to sand pipes and 
give better flow of sand to rail. 


Lighter Wheel Castings 


Driving wheel center castings are 
disc type rather than the conventional 
spoke center castings. This new style 
center allows a saving in weight of 
approximately 6,000 pounds in each of 
the 4-8-8-2 locomotives and about. 
4,000 pounds in the 4-84s. Also the 
disc centers provide better support of 
the driving tire and allows more room 
for the counterbalance weight. This 
permits more accurate balancing which 
in turn reduces rail stresses and per- 
mits higher speeds.

BUSY WIRES: 7 elegraph and Telephone Facilities 


Improved Better to Serve the Railroad and Its Customers 


JCEEPING step with the improve- 

ments in facilities and expansion of 
services that have been marking the 
progressivencss of every phase of rail- 
roading, A. W. Flanagan, superintend- 
ent of the telephone and telegraph de- 
partment, announces sevoral completed 
and contemplated changes in the physi- 
cal plant of his department that will 
greatly improve the interchange of 
business between departments and ma- 
terially assist the shipping and travel- 
ing public. These include: 

1. Installation, December 21, of an 
additional telephone circuit between 
San Francisco and Los Angeles, the 
circuit being provided over already ex- 
isting wires by means of what is techni- 
cally known as 2 “carrier current 
system.” This circuit marks an innova- 
tion for Southern Pacific and makes 
possible tie conversations and four 
written telegrams to be handled simul- 
taneously over the wires. The system 
is not wireless nor radio, although it 
carries the voice in a manner resembling 
radio and the method of doing this is 
similar to that used when tuning in 2 
radio station, The users of the new 
carrier telephone circuit pronounce it 
excellent. The system will be further 
described in this article. 


New Portland Exchange 

2. Completion at Portland January 
7 of one of the most modern and com- 
plete telephone plants in the Pacific 
northwest with the exchange moved 
from the Pacific Building to new quar- 
ters in the Union Station: This “semi- 
mechanieal private exchange” dialing 
for the approximately 2000 daily “local 
to local” and outside connections thus 
permitting the operators to devote 
their full time to the approximate 8000 
daily incoming calls from the public. 
Also a number of new telephone locals 
and additional trunk Hines have been 
added to existing Portland facilities, 
‘particularly -in- “the: passenger and 
freight departments to handle a larger 
volume_of ‘calls... No change will ‘be 


made in the present personnel of five 
switchboard attendants. 

3. A new semi-mechanical private 
branch exchange replaced the former 
manually operated type at Bakersfield 
on December 3. In addition to provid- 
ing faster service for all calls into or out 
of the 8. P. offices in that city, the new 
system enables employes at Bakers- 
field to establish direct connection with 
Fresno simply by dialing code “8.” 

4. Anew manually operated switch- 
board was established at San Luis 
Obispo on February 1 to give improved 
service to the public and to the rail- 
road's departments on Coast Division. 


Much Telephone Expansion 
5. Within the next few months a 
telephone exchange will be installed at 
Reno and the manual system at Sparks 


will be established at Yuma; also a car- 
rier telephone circuit similar to the ser- 
vice now in operation botween San 
Francisco and Los Angeles will be in- 
stalled betwoen Los Angeles and Yuma 
enabling all departments at Los Angeles 
to talk with representatives at Yuma, 
Phoenix, Tueson and Imperial Valley 
points in conjunction with telephone 
circuits now radiating from Yuma, 
6. A specially designed 16-position 
turret type switchboard will soon be in- 
stalled in the service bureau at the 
General Office in San Francisco to 
handle more speedily ‘the increasing 
calls coming through the bureau in con- 
nection with passenger train informa- 
tion and Pullman reservations. 

In telephone language the method of 
adding telephone circuits upon wires 
already in use, such as the one men- 
tioned between Los Angeles and San 
Francisco is by means of the so-called 
“carrier current system,” and the name 
obviously originates from the fact that.

one or more additional circuits. : While 


not new to the telephone ‘system, ‘the 


“carrier” is new to Southern ‘Pacific. 
‘Because the’ Company -was'a leader 


converted to automatic; an exchange . 


in employing the telephone in train 
dispatching as well as using it with the 
telegraph for general business, Southern 
Pacific men and women will want to 
know how this marvelous “carrier-sys- 
tem” operates, for they may sometime 
make a call over the new carrier circuit, 
which they will find, is unusually quiet. 

Many people use the telephone 
thinking of it only as two instruments, 
one at each end of a wire, without 
visualizing the enormous amount of 
equipment and the small army of 
people required to make the service 
fast, dependable and accurate. 

We are told that this one single new 
carrier telephone circuit makes use of 
vacuum tubes, electrical fitters, modu- 
lators, demodulators, amplifiers, trans- 
formers, repeaters and countless minor 
parts, in addition to usual equipment. 

Of course, in this talk about. tubes, 
modulators and amplifiers, you begin to 
understand what is required to make 
the “carrier” work. Its operation deals 
with frequencies, the same sort of fre- 
quencies you tune in with your radio. 


Explains New “Carrier” 

In order to give you more accurate 
description of the carrier method, 
several of the engincers of The Pacific 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. collabo- 
rated in the following account: 

The ordinary telephone circuit which 
you are accustomed to use transmits 
your voice as a band of frequencies 
from about 200 to 8,000. cycles per 
second (remember that middle C on tho 


Piano is 256 cycles per second).' This is - 


obviously not the entire range covered 
by the human voice, but is sufficiently 
intelligible,” and -gives a -reasonable 
naturalness: : :

Suppose now that by means of the 
equipment. already mentioned, vacuum 
tubes, filters, modulators, and -so on, 
hooked up to the wires, the current 
produced by telephone transmitter is 
changed by introducing a very rapidly 
alternating electric .current of say, 
10,000 cycles per second. ‘This is called 
the carrier current. The process of con- 
trolling this carrier current by means of 
-the transmitter is called modulation, 
and the result is effectively to step up 
the voice frequency band of 200 to 
3,000 cycles to a frequency range in the 
vicinity of a 10,000 cycle carrier. This 
issimilar to the action in a radio broad- 
cast transmitter. 


Using Same Pair of Wires 


This higher frequency is then super- 
imposed on the same pair of wires as 
the voice frequencies (200 to 3,000 
eycles) of the ordinary telephone cir- 
cuit, both of which are transmitted to 
the distant carrier terminal. At the 
receiving end a selective circuit known 
as the filter acts to separate the voice 
frequencies of 200 to 3,000 from. the 
carrier frequencies, of 9,800 to 7,000 
eyeles, all of which have come over the 
same line. This filter operates to separ- 
ate the different banks or ranges of fre- 
quencies much as a series of sieves 
would segregate various sized pebbles. 

The voice frequency channel and 
carrier frequency channel having been 
separated, it is necessary to effect what 
is known as detection or demodulation 
on the carrier eurrent, in order to step 
down these frequencies to the original 
voice range, so that they will be intelli- 
gible to the listener as voice sounds. 
This is comparable to what takes place 
in your radio receiver. 

The above discussion indicates in a 
general way the means by which more 
than one telephone cireuit can be ob- 
tained from a, pair of wires. The carrier 
system as applied has, of course, numer- 
ous important refinements. 

To visualize more readily the opera- 
tion of the particular carrier system

eT 
which provides the cireuit from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles, let us refer to 
the diagram, at the bottom of this page, 
which indicates the various elements 
involved. Let us first trace the voice 
frequency current with which we are 
somewhat more familiar. 

Beginning at the San Francisco tele- 
phone in the upper left-hand side of the 
diagram, speaking into the transmitter 
sets up vibrations of the sir or sound 
waves which strike against the sensitive 
diaphragm of the transmitter. These 
sound waves move the diaphragm to 
produce voice frequency electric cur- 
rents ranging from 200 to 3,000 cycles 
in the physical circuit. The lower notes 
of your voice produce the smaller num- 
ber of cycles and the higher produce 
the greater number, 

These currents are carried to Ekn- 
hurst, where they enter a voice re- 
peater, equipment made up largely of 
vacuum tubes which amplify the cur- 
rents to make up for losses of electricity 
in this section of the circuit. From 
there they pass through a filter to the 
line wire to Fresno. Here they arrive 
in weakened condition due to further 
losses of electricity. 

Passing through similar filter they 
enter the Fresno voice repeater where 
their strength is again restored, then on 
through a filter to wires which transmits 
them to Burbank, where another filter 
passes them on to a voice repeater 
where their electric strength is built up 
for the trip to Los Angeles. Here the 
frequencies reproduce the voice in the 
telephone receiver. 

All this takes place in Iess than the 
flicker of an eyelash inasmuch ss the 
voice waves travel between San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles at the rate of 
20,000 to 180,000 miles per second. 

The return path in this circuit is 
practically identical, as the voice re- 
peaters are two-way arrangements 


which amplify the voice going in either 
direction. 

Now to trace the eurrent through the 
carrier system. . Beginning at the tele- 
phone set in the lower left-hand side of 
the diagram, voice sound waves pro- 
duce voice frequency current in the San 
Franciseo-Elmhurst section of the car- 
rier circuit, which is applied through a 
three-winding transformer to the modu- 
Jator of the carrier system at Elm- 
hurst. : 

In this modulator the frequency is 
stepped up to the carrier frequency 
range (that is 10,100 to 7,800 cycles). 
The carrier frequencies then pass 
through filters to the line wires where 
they are transmitted to Fresno on the 
same wires as the voice frequency 
waves, and arrive in an even more 
weakened condition than the voice 
waves, due to the greater losses of elec- 
tricity encountered by high frequencics. 


“Playing” With the Voice 


Tho carrier current consisting of 
shorter waves—that is, higher frequen- 
cies—ean only pass through the carrier 
filters at this point into the amplifier of 
the carrier repeater, where its strength 
is restored, and it continues on through 
other carrier filters to the line wires to 
the demodulator at Burbank. Here the 
“step-down” is effected to the original 
range of voice frequencies and from 
here it goes through another threo- 
winding transformer to the Los Angeles 
end of the carrier circuit. 

The transmission from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco is accomplished in a 
similar manner except that o different 
range (6,550 to 3,850 cycles) of carrier 
frequencies are used. The path is from 
the Los Angeles telephone sct through 
the three-winding transformer, modu- 
lator and filters to the line wires to 
Fresno, thence through the carrier re- 
peater to the line wires to Elmhurst. 
At Elmhurst the carrier current is de- 
modulated to seeure a replica of the 
original voice frequency current which 
is transmitted over an ordinary tele- 
phone circuit to the telephone set in 
San Franciseo.

About Care and Precautions for Cold Attacks 


—on °T say to 

yourself 
with unconcern, 
“Oh, its just 
another cold,” 
and take no im- 
tmaediate action, 
when your head 
stops up, your 
back and legs 
ache, your eyes 
burn, when 
there’s tickling 
orsoreness in the 
throat, and you-sneeze or have.a run- 
ning nose. 

This is the advice of Dr. W. B. Cof- 
fey, chief surgeon of Southern Pacific's 
Hospital Department, and should be 
accepted seriously by everyone, par- 
ticularly at this time when so many 
persons have been afflicted with influ- 
enza and other sicknesses that often 
start with what scems to be only a cold 
or sore throat. 

“Very few colds would develop into 
serious illness,” says Dr. Coffey, “if the 
person who has the cold were wise 
enough to take proper care of himself 
the first day or two. 

“Call the doctor and rest in bed, if 
possible, or at least indoors, particularly 
if you feel weak, as weakness may be 2. 
sign of influenza, Take a laxative. 
Drink plenty of cold water and eat 
lightly of simple, nourishing food. 
Breathing steam, if the doctor advises 
it, may relieve the stopped up feeling. 

“At night be- 
foregoing to bed, 
take a hot bath 
or at least a hot. 
foot bath. Rub 
yourself dry and 
cover up in bed 
with extra blan- 
kets to sweat 
the cold out of 
your system. A 
hot drink, such 
as hot lemonade, 
will help you 
perspire. Do not 
blow the nose too hard, for infec- 
tion may spread to other parts of the 
head. Always close one nostril, clear- 
ing one side at a time. 

“Cold tablets or any other medicine 
should not be taken, nor should a nasal 
douche -be used, except when ordered 
‘by a doctor. Some cold tablets contain 
harmful drags. 

“Tsolation ‘rules ‘should be kept fora 
cold.” It'is very contagious and may be 
the beginning of a:more serious disease 
in ‘its ‘most infectious stage.’ Always 
cough ‘or sneeze “into a. handkerchief

before it is washed), or:a cloth or paper: 


napkin -than - canbe burned... Dishes 


and drinking glasses should be kept 
separate from those used by the rest of 
the family. 

“Colds, influenza and pneumonia, 
which are more or less distinct condi- 
tions, may be caused or made worse 
by the same things, and may be pre- 
vented in the same way. 

“Stay away from people with colds. 
Avoid being in crowds in poorly ven~ 
tilated rooms or meeting places during 
periods of cold epidemics. 

“Keep your body built up by eating 
nourishing food (not overeating sweets), 
sleeping eight hours if possible, exercise 
outdoors, and drink at least six glasses 
of water daily. 

“Train your skin to stand changes in 
temperature by frequent bathing. 
Bathing cach morning with water cold 
enough to give a healthy glow after the 
rub-down is good for hardening the skin. 
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. Wear enough clothes to be comfort- 0. -/ 
able. -In this day. ‘when ‘rooms -and => * 


offices are-often overheated, itis better 
to put.on extra. wraps when going out- 
doors than to wear: heavy underwear 
all the time.’ ‘Winter shoes should have 
thick soles, and rubbers should be worn. 
on rainy days.” 

“Breathe through your nose. .The 
mouth-breather takes dust and germs 
directly into his throat, Have dis- 
eased tonsils, adenoids or bad teeth re- 
moved, Wash your hands often, al-. 
ways before eating, Brush your teeth 
at least twice a day. 

“Live and work in well-ventilated 
rooms. It is better for the thermometer 
to read 68 degrees than over 70. Over- 
heated reoms cause more colds than 
underheated. Sleep with open windows 
in winter and summer. Itis not enough 
for air to be cold—it must be fresh. 

“See a. doctor if you keep on taking 
cold in spite of taking care of yourself. 
If you take cold often, if colds hang on, 
if you have a persistent cough, your 
health needs watching.”

CABBAGE: Grown Mostly for Local Uses 


Rail Movement Light, with Mixed Vegetables 


At present there is 2 lull in the other- 

wise year-round active agricultural 
industries which have been featured in 
the Bulletin for 1 number of months. 
It is the season for cabbage and mixed 
vegetables which, although shipped 
from all producing: sections, ‘are not 
classified as major crops in §. P. lines 
territory. Many years ago a consid- 
erable supply of cabbage was grown 
for shipment to other states; today it 
is chiefly for local market use. 

On the Los Angeles Division, the 
Santa Ana territory is the only. district 
from which an appreciable quantity is 
shipped. In 1936 there were 157 car- 
loads, and preliminary estimates for 
1937 anticipate. about 300 carloads. 
Prior to 1985 this commodity was not 
grown in any volume on the Los An- 
gcles Division. Another recent addi- 
tion to the farm products of this 
territory is carrots, the yield for the 
1935-36 crop, the third year, being 402 
carloads, all from the Santa Paula 
Valley. Fifty carloads of tomatoes 
were produced there during 1936. 

Cabbage has been grown in small 
quantities in the Yuma district for the 
past 15 years, but prior to 1935 no 
attempt was made to enter the na- 
tional market. The following spring 
yield was 15 carloads, but last fall a 
larger acreage was planted and it is 
estimated that about 100 carloads will

‘During ‘the past’ year‘more than 
1200 of these recipe books were ‘dis- 
tributed to women in all parts of the’ 
country; ‘some ‘réquests ‘came from. 
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be shipped. Not more than 100 car- 
loads of mixed vegetables are shipped 
from this district, it is estimated. 

On the Coast Division about 70 car- 
loads of cabbage and several hundred 
carloads of mixed vegetables were 
shipped during 1936. 

There have been no loadings on the 
San Joaquin Division since 1932. Ship- 
ments of green peas, however, have 
been increasing in volume, with 369 
cars in 1936, in contrast to 14 cars in 
1932. These shipments originate at 
Delano, Ivanhoe, McFarland and 
Strathmore, with heaviest movement 
from the first two named. 

Approximately 250 carloads of va- 
tious classes of mixed vegetables were 
shipped from the Western Division 
during 1936. Commodities involved 
were cauliflower, spinach, carrots, let- 
tuce, broccoli, peas, beans, tomatoes, 
celery, and peppers. Shipments origi- 
nated principally at Centerville, Alva- 
rado, Niles, Estudillo, Stockton, Tur- 
lock, Merced and Tracy. 

Much of the mixed vegetable ship- 
ments move to smaller markets which 
are unable to absorb straight carloads 
of commodities in season. To illustrate, 
when cauliflower is moving from 
Guadalupe, most of the cars of mixed 
vegetables consist of from one-half to 
three-fourths of a carload of cauliflower, 
the remainder being other miscel- 
Ianeous vegetables. Because of this 
practice of using mixed vegetables to 
“fill out” cars, Pacifie Fruit Express 
advises it is impossible to estimate what 
these shipments will amount to for the 
coming season, other than expect they 
will be comparable with previous years, 
averaging 2500 to 3000 carloads. 

Last figures available on total ship- 
ments of cabbage and mixed vegetables 
in refrigerator cars originated on 
Pacific Lines and short line connec- 
tions, including 8. P. of Mexico, show 
905 cars of cabbage and 2923 cars of 
mixed vegetables during 1935.
